CHICAGO, July 5-—A special to the 

Tribune from Fort Worth, Tex., says: 
“Tonight a telephone message from 
Deputy Sheriff Swearingen of Calvert 
says that fully 200 lives have been lost 
| by Moods within a radius of thirty miles 
of Sealey. Last night and today nearly 
one hundred were drowned in the vicinity 
of The Mound, a small piece of high land 


‘near old San Felipe, to. which hundreds | 


of negroes fled from the Brazos bottoms, 
taking their horses and cattle. The waters 
have gradually encroached upon them 
until only about an acre of space remains, 
and this will be swept before morning. 

‘“*‘There are 300 negroes huddled there 
tonight with death all* around them. 
Drowning is almost sure, while starva- 
tion is certain. The nearest point of land 
is three miles away.’’ 


VIEWED FROM HOUSTON. 


Condition of Railway Lines—The 
Reported Drownings. 

‘[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.{ 

HOUSTON, July 5.—The Texas flood 
situation partook of the nature of a 
cloudburst. In e cases the rainfall 
was twenty inches, and at several 
points it reached eight inches. In the 
central part of the State the flood 
reached its highest Sunday, The river 
at Waco flooded :a part of the town, 
but there was no loss of life. At 
Hearne and Navasota the same was 
true. The Brazos Valley at Calvert was 
flooded so suddenly that plantation 
hands could not reach high ground. 

Reports were circulated that fifty 
people were drowned. As the waters 
receded the facts are found to be ex- 
aggerated. Many head of cattle were 
drowned. Monday the railroads in the 
central part of the State were in fine 
condition, and roads were resuming 
through traffic, but Tuesday the floods 
reached the southern part of the State. 

Tonight the flood condition in the 
lower Brazos Valley at Brookshire, 
Rosenburg, Thompson, Duke, Arcola, 
Fulshear, Chenango and Columbia is 
very bad. Wallis reports the Brazos 
River ten feet higher than in 1895, and 
that backwater one and a quarter miles 
from town is ten feet deep. The San 
Antonio and Aransas Pass bridge at 
Wallis is two feet under water.. The 
Southern Pacific road west of Houston 
is washed out, near Rosenburg and 
Richmond. The Santa Fé is washed 
out near Thompson. It is feared that 
,when the rise now at Wallis gets to 
‘ Rosenberg and Thompson the conse- 
quences will be Serious. At 8 o’clock 
tonight the river is rapidly rising at 
Thompson. The Columbia tap roaa .s 
washed out. 

The International and Great North- 
ern is open north and will be open to 
San Antonio tomorrow morning. All 
communication from Galveston and 
Houston via the Santa Fé, Galveston, 
Houston and San Antonio: San An- 
tonio and Aransas Pass and the M. 
K. and T. railways is cut off. The

The little town of Brookshire, in 
Water county, where the Missouri, 
Kensas and Texas Railway crosses 
the Brazos River, is surrounded by 
water.

Those driven out of the val- 
ley flocked to the town and are being 
fed. The citizens of Brookshire ap- 
pealed to Gov. Sayers for help. Gov. 
Sayers appealed to the citizens of 
Houston, Galveston and San Ant@énlo. 
The first carload of provisions was 
sent from Galveston. Rumors. were 
that many lives were lost at Brook-

Sayers, Austin—Sir:: My in- 
formation this afternoon shows appall- 
ing conditions from flood, which con- 
tinued to rise and spread until prob- 
ably 25,000 square miles are - under 
water south of Calvert. Relief should 
be immediate, and, I fear, on a more 
extensive scale than private subscrip- 
tions, no matter how generous, can 
provide. Under the circumstances, I 
deem it expedient to make the situa- 
tion known to the Secretary of War, 
and ask that relief boats now in Gal- 
veston be permitted to ascend the 
rivers, and at a point inaccessible to 
them, to use their launches and yawl 
boats, and at the same time provide 
for the/distribution of 10,000 rations.

“TEXAS? WORST FLOOD. . 


Property Lees Will Reach Far Into 
the Millions 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 1 

ST. LOUIS, July 5.—A special to the 
Republic from Dallas, Tex., says that 
all former flood disasters in Texas 
river districts have been eclipsed by 
the appalling calamity now central in 
the vicinify of Sealey and Brookshire. 
-. It is estimated that 200 lives have 
been lost, and the number may be 
much larger. The property loss will 
yeach far into the millions, and make 
the Calvert disaster: appear insignifi- 
cant by comparison. Tonight Deputy 
Sheriff Swearingen made this state- 
ment to the Republic’ correspondent 
over the long-distance telephone from 
Sealey 

“—— am so dumbfounded by the extent 
of the disaster that I hardly know how 
to talk about it. Fully twenty lives

above the reging torrent surrounding 
it for miles. On this half-acre amound 
are huddled together ti z, 
surging, gesticulating, 
praying assemblage of 300 negroes, 
death staring them in the face in va- 
rious forms. Drowning seems certain, 
but starvation, exposure and exhaus- 
tion also are doing fatal work. 

“Crowded in among these poor hu- 
mands are cattle, horses, hogs, mules 
and other domestic animals, as frantic 
and uncontrollable as the poor negroes. 
There is not a cabin or. other bit of 
shelter, not so much as a tree on the 
The Mound. There is not a mouthful 
of food to eat, clean water to drink, 
or a spot where the tired and weak 
and sick can rest. 

“The nearest point of land is more 
than three miles away, and no human 
can live in the raging torrents. Many 
have been drowned making the _ at- 
tempt. The wild, rushing waters are 
filled with all kind of floating bodies. 
live stock, and with houses and out- 
buildings, fences, etc., clinging to many 
of these objects are negroes doomed 


to almost certain death.

the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
writes: ‘“‘There are some who say the 
lust for military glory has been the 
cause of the downfall of all the repub- 
lics of the past, but that is not true. 
‘The past h@d few or no trué republics, 
certainly not any at all compared with 
the United States, a republic organized 
on the principle. of representative gov- 


dents. There seems to be a great war 
cloud forming over China, and the 


enough to produce a war of the great- 
est magnitude. But I see no reason 
that will require us to join the con- 
flict, if conflict there is to be. The only 
interest we have in the matter is a 


trade interest, and our great epoch- 


making wars have never had 
origin in anything so sordid.” 

Senator John T. Morgan of Alahama 
writes: “Those who lament and decry 
the conduct of our government in deal- 
ing with the Philippines, as being vie- 
lative of our Constitution, are too late 
to accomplish much else than to echo 
the pathetic appeals of Aguinaldo that 
we do not destroy our government in 
order to save the Filipinos from the 
fatal power of his dictatorship. It is 
not far to go nor is the way obscure, 
to find in the Constitution of the United 
States power given to Congress to do 
what was done in Louisiana and Ha- 
waii, and what our self-respect com- 
pels us to do in the Philippines. The 
flag we have planted in the Philippines 
is consecrated to the liberty it 
shelters.” 

Ex-Senator George F. Edmunds, ar- 
guing against expansion, demands 
that the government disclose to the 
people precisely what took place be- 
fore the capture of Manila and what 
promises were made the Filipinos. He 
asks if Spain had anything but “pre- 
tended” sovereignty to cede. He con- 
cludes: ‘First, let us know the whole 
truth of what has happened, and then 
perhaps the advocates of glory or do- 
minion or trade or civilization’s and 
religion’s advances ‘by the cannon and 
bayonet, and supported by the blood 
and treasure of our people, can point 
out to us how these are the ways of 
pleasantness and the paths of peace.”

AUGMENTING THE 


Plans for Raising Forces for the 
Filipino War. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The plans of the adminis- 
tration for augmenting the army in the 
Philippines were discussed at length 
at the Cabinet meeting today, and were 
finally arranged at a conference held 
at the White House tonight between 
President McKinley, Secretary Alger 
and Adjt.-Gen. Corbin. Instead of 
three brigades of volunteers, as orig- 
inally contemplated, there will be four 
brigades of three regiments each, 
cluding two regiments which Gen. Otis 
is organizing in Manila. This volun- 
teer force will consist, exclusive of of- 
ficers, of 16,536 men. There will be 564 
officers, forty-seven of whom will 
be selected by the President and the 
rest by Gen. Otis. 

Ten regiments will be organized in 
the United States, and it is expected 
that Gen. Otis will be able to raise 
from among the regulars and volun- 
teers in the Philippines whose terms 
of service have expired, enough men 
to organize two full, instead of skele- 
ton, regiments. 
for the enlistment and organization of 
this volunteer force was revised at the 
White House conference and will be 
formally issued tomorrow. The ten 
regiments will be enlisted without ref- 
erence to State lines. 

The order to be issued tomorrow will 
provide for the establishment of head- 
quarters for each of these regiments,

GHOULISH FRENCHMEN STARE 
AT MME. DREYFUS. 


The Wife of the Prisoner Captain 
‘Leaves His Cell With Eyes 
Swollen as if She Had 
Wept Bitterly. 


Tannery Near the Prison Closed to 
Snap-shot Fiends Who Have 
Been Piping Off the 
Notable Arrivals. 


Predictions of Trouble on the Na- 
tional Fete Day—Gen, Juillard 
Gives Col. Saxce a Send-off 
On His Transfer. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

RENNES, July 5.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] For Capt. Dreyfus, today passed 
off much as yesterday. Mme. Dreyfus, 
Mathieu Dreyfus, his ° brother, and 
Maitre Labordi, his counsel, visited the 
prisoner, but otherwise no special in- 
cident occurred. 


As an illustration of the indifference 
of the population, it is a worthy note 
that the words “Vive Dreyfus,” chalked 
upon a wall in a corner of the town, 
remain absolutely undisturbed. Many, 
however, predict trouble on the na- 
tional fete day, when a review of the 
garrison will be held. The anti-Drey- 
fusites, it is feared, will attempt to 
draw the troops into a demonstration. 

Mme. Dreyfus, accompanied by her 
parents, drove to the prison in a car- 
riage this afternoon. Her parents were 
not admitted, but she remained with 
her husband for an hour. On leaving 
she showed for the first time signs of 
distress. Her eyes were swollen and 
red, as though she had been weeping 
bitterly. She is still in deep mourning, 
and is determined to remain so until 
her husband regains his liberty. 

A somewhat larger crowd than usual 
watched her arrival and departure, and 
again displayed utter lack of manners 
and consideration for her terrible posi-. 
tion, gathering around her, rudely 
staring her in the face, and pressing 
one another aside in their eagerness 
not to lose a single detail of her inward 
agony which might be reflected in her 
countenance. Her visible distress to- 
day was a feast for those ghouls, who, 
however, were speedily dispersed by a 
crowd of géndarmes. The latter finally 
barred the two streets leading to the 
portal of the prison. eee 

Just opposite the prison overlooking 
the window of the cell of Capt. Drey- 
fus and the courtyard is a tannery. 
This has been a favorite place of van- 
tage for a number of photographers, 
who have taken snap shots of every 
arrival and departure and as much as 
possible of the incidents occurring in- 
side the prison yard. Today the police 
affixed a notice over the tannery en- 
trance, prohibiting the entry there of 
any except on business connected with 
the tannery. This measure has aroused 
considerable comment, but the owner of 
the tannery will probably find it pru- 
dent not to ignore the notice.

THEIR WINNING WAYS. 


AMERICANS SCORE A POINT AT THE 
HAGUE. 


Much Diplomatic Fighting Necessary 
on the Quéstion of Protecting 
Private Property at Sea in Time 
of War—Foreigners Dodge Vote. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


THE HAGUB, July 5.—[By Atlantio 
Cable.] The American delegates scored 
a great success today, in obtaining 
from the Peace Conference a unani- 
mous vote in favor of having the ques- 
tion of private property at sea in war 
detailed to a special conference to be 
summoned hereafter. Much diplomatic 
fighting was necessary, and many ob- 
stacles had to be surmounted before 
this result was reached. 

The second committee met this morn- 

ing, and Andrew D. White, president 
of the American delegaifon, broached 
the subject. The question of its ad- 
missability under the conference man- 
date was discussed. No vote was taken, 
but an agreement was arrived at to 
allow the Americans to present their 
case in full this afternoon. Had a 
vote been taken immediately the Ameri- 
cans would doubtless have carried their 
point by a majority of one or two, and 
to avoid this, a resolution was pro- 
posed recognizing the importance and 
complexity of the question, and recom- 
mending the summoning of a special 
conference. 

At the afternoon sitting of the com- 
mittee the successive clauses on war 
having been adopted, M. Mertens of 
the Russian delegation moved a resolu- 
tion to that effect. Ambassador White 
seconded it. In the course of a clear 
and eloquent statement of the Ameri- 
can case he said the American gov- 
ernment had accepted the invitation 
to participate in the conference with 
celerity because of the opportunity it 
was expected the conference would af- 
ford for preaching the truth with re- 
gard to the immunity from capture of 
private property at sea. 

Ambassador White said it was hope- 
less to expect any decided result from 
this conference, owing to the three 
| causes, absence of instructions or 
power from the governments; second, 
doubts as to the competency of the 
conférence, and, third, the length of 
time necessary for a decision of all the 
proposals. 

Referring to the experience of the 
United States in the War of the Rebel- 
lion, Mr. White said that only three 
Confederate officers did anything of 
importance, but they captured 169 ves- 
sels, quadrupled the rate of insurance 
between America and Great Britain, 
and caused the transfer of half a mil- 
lion tons of American shipping to Brit- 
ish bottoms. The final result was that 
the whole American marine was yir- 
tually swept out of existence. 

“Every one knows that this priva- 
teering had not the slightest effect in 
ending, or even shortening, the war, 
nor would it have had any, even if the 
losses had been ten times greater. The 
only®real effect is gained by warships 
sustaining a blockade.”’ 

Mr. White warmly repudiated the 
supposition that the Americans were 
animated by selfish considerations. 
They were‘ eminently practical, he 
said, but not less preéminently de- 
voted to great ideals. The head of the 
American delegation concluded with an 
eloquent appeal to the jurists, diplo- 
matists and statesmen of all nations 
assembled in the conference to take 
the subject under careful considera- 
tion, declaring the words of Count 
Nesselrode that “the addition. of this 
plea to international law would be a 
crown of glory to the world’s diplom- 
acy.” 


M. Rahusen of the Dutch delega- 
tion supported Mr. White, and sug- 
gested that the governments favoring 
the idea should conclude treaties among 
themselves. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote, head of the 
British delegation, said that in his 
personal opinion the question was out- 
side the scope of the conference. . 

M. Bourgeois’of the French delega- 
tion and Capt. Schein of the Russian 
delegation announced that in the ab- 
sence of instructions they could not 
vote. The resolution was then put 
and carried without opposition, with 
reservations on the part of Great Brit- 
ain, France and Russia. 

The plenary conference assembled 
subsequently and. accepted all the res-_ 
olutions of the committee. The Amér- 
fean delegation is much gratified at 
the results. The maximum success 
possible was a full and free opportun- 
ity of placing the American views on 
record and of continuing unbroken 
the tradition of a century of Ameri- 
can protest in behalf of progressive 
ideas in international law. This re- 
sult, which at one time appeared impos- 
sible, owing to the almost insurmount- 
able difficulties, is now triumphantly 
attained. 

BARCELONA | RIOTERS. 

Church and Jesuits’ School Attacked.

thless the growth has been very con- 
siderable and the accession of a hun- 
drd thousand to our ranks within the 
“pa twelve months is no small addi- 
tion. 

“I recently made a journey to the 
West Indies, which was full of en- 
couragement and hope. I found in the 
Island of Jamaica a very deep and 
intelligent interest in the movement. 
In Cuba, too, I found the beginnings 
of Christian Endeavor, and a very 
hopeful spirit and outlook for the fu- 
ture. In other lands, Christian En- 
deavor seems to be obtaining constant- 
ly a firmer foothold. Our. British fel- 
low-Endeavorers are looking forwerd 
with great anticipation to next year’s 


exodus to London. In Germany and 
France and Scandinavia we have 
made considerable advance. In Spain,

PORTLAND (Or.,) July 5.—The four- 
teenth annual convéntion of the Na- 
tional Editorial Association met here 
today. Gov. T. T. Geer and Mayor H. 
A. Storey welcomed the delegates in 
behalf of the State of Oregon and the 
city of Portland. H. W. Scott, editor 
of the Portland Oregonian, then spoke 
in part as follows: 

“The West greets the East today. 
If distinction can be made between 
East and ‘West anywhere, or even 
here upon the American shores of 
the Pacific. The East has been tread- 
ing’ upon the heels of the West, yet 
never has overtaken it. Latterly, the 
West has taken ship on the Pacific, 
and throughout one of the movements 
of history, has overtaken the East. 
America has put a new girdle around 
the earth, and the West has moved 
on, till it has reached the gateway of 
the morning, over by the Orient, where 
the men of the United States are plant- 
ing the banner of a free civilization. 
Our visitors do not find the West here. 
The men of Oregon, of Washington, of 
California, of Idaho, of Montana, of 
Utah, of Colorado, responding to the 
call of the country, have carried it 
over the seas. Na 

“Brethern of the National Press 
Association, we welcome you to Oregon. 
We are honored by your visit, and 
we think we have somewhat to show 
you. Each of our States or growp of 
States, is distinctively what it i® in 
consequence of the play of local con- 
ditions upon the character of its peo- 
ple and of the reaction of the mind of 
its people upon their surroundings. 
Our progress and ascendency depend 
on decisions that have already been 
made. National character thus has a 
- persistent, forceful activity along chan- 
nels that have been fixed by heredity. 
It cannot be diverted from that course 
and yet remain a leading force in the 
world. 

“The newspaper has a special func- 
tion and duty. It must take note of all 
events, and it ought to be prepared 
to discuss them with intelligence, 
breadth and range. Independence is a 
prime necessity, and these large ques- 
tions with which we have to deal 
should be approached with least pos- 
gible bias from party questions. It is 
always to find fault; it is easy to criti- 
cise and denounce the opposite party. 
And in small affairs it does not mat- 
ter. But in great affairs, to be a fault- 
finder without suggesting a remedy is 
an unworthy proceeding. We all see, 
for example, that industrial commis- 
sions and trusts are evils; bptarhe can 
say how they ought to be dealt With? 


We allr st the difficulties in which 
we are placed in the Philippine Isl- 
ands. 


“Nations, as well as individuals, are 
led by an unseen power into paths of 
which they never dreamed. The organi- 
zation of human rights, in performance 
of human duties,.is an unlimited work. 
It is urged sometimes, and we hear the 
objection.now again, that it uses the 
means and instruments of despotism, 
and therefore it is false to its ‘deal. 


“Our. people have this characteristic 


of genius, that they are not content 
with what they have done. While each 
nation has its peculiar character or 
genius which does not, change, it has 
also and accordingly a particular work 
to perform in the economy of the world, 
a certain fundamental idea to enfold 
and develop. .This is its national task. 
So in God’s world, as in a shop, there 
is a regular movement of labor. We be- 
gan our national career by setting all 
history at defiance. Our progress since 
has shown that we were right in- re- 
fusing to be limited by the past. This 
visit of the National Educational As- 
sociation we take as one of the tokens 
of better intimacy between the widely- 
different portions of our land. 

“We welcome you to these North- 
western Pacific States, where you may 
have from our mountain tops a view of 
this great future.” 

Joseph B. MacCabe of Boston, presi- 
dent of the National Editorial Associa- 
tion, responded briefly to the addresses 
of welcome. 

The chairman appointed a Committee 
on Credentials, which reported that 
447 delegates were entitled to seats in 
the convention. 

AFTERNOON PROCEEDINGS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, | 

PORTLAND, July 5.--Prestdent Mc- 
Cabe in his annual address said: “I 
will hazard the opinion that no pro- 
fession or business in this broad land 
of ours is so handicapped with unjust 
laws as is that of the journalist. I 
therefore commend to your earnest at- 
tention the report of the Committee on 
Libel Law, and hope that this conven- 
tion will, as a result of said delibera- 
tion, crystallize and formulate some 
practical line of work, to the end that 
a more equitable adjustment of the 
law of libel may be recorded through- 
out the Union.”’ 

Speaking of some of the annoyances 
to which newspaper publishers are sub- 
jected, he said: “A rapidly-growing 
evil which newspapers must face 
sooner or later is the so-called ‘adver- 
tising-programme’ nuisance. Already 
the business men are commencing to 
protest at this semi-respectable black- 
mail, and well they may. A paper has 
been prepared especially on this topic, 
and | hope it will arouse you to that 
sense of duty which you owe the busi- 
ness community, if not yourself.’’ 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion, the president announced com- 
mittees on Resolutions and Bylaws, 
Officers’ Reports, Teachers’ Books and 
ials to the Dead. Miss Ruth 
Londoner of Denver then read a poem 
by William E. Tabor, poet laureate of 
the association, entitled ‘“‘The Peepal 
‘l'ree.” 

Almost the entire afternoon was 

taken up in the discussion of topics re- 
lating to the conducting and making of 
newspapers. C. 8S. Patterson of New 
York read a paper entitled “A Review 
of the Recent Tendency in Newspaper 
Publishing.” 
This evening at the First Baptist 
Church the Eugene Field memorial 
services were held. Frank Londoner of 
Denver presided, and on opening the 
services spoke briefly of his association 
with Field in Denver. 

A paper by Melville E. Stone of Chi- 
cago on “Eugene Fie.d as I Knew 
Him,’’ was read by Rev. H. W. Kellogg 
of this city. Papers by Rev. F. W. 
Gunsaulus and Mrs. Lawson Thomson 
of Chicago were reaq by B., B. Her- 
bert of Chicagg.

Though Supplied With Prison-break- 
ing Tools He Can’t Escape.

Hall and W. N. McClaughey, officers of 
the Joliet, Ill., prison, are here tonight 
for the purpose of taking back to Joliet 
the noted criminal’ Frank Wheeler, 
alias Frank Steadman, alias  ‘‘Ohio 
Fatty,’ who escaped from there sev- 
eral years ago.

CROCKER’S PHILANTHROPY. 


Offers Big Price for Grapes to Get a 
Bigger One—Growers Debating. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

HEALDSBURG, July 5.—Henry J. 
Crocker has written a letter to the 
vineyardists in this section inviting at- 
tention to a proposition he is making 
to the wine-growers of the State. He 
says‘in part: 

“The average price of grapes for the 
past ten years hase been $10.50 per ton. 
With absolute control I feel stich con- 
fidence in my ability to increase this 
value, that I will pay you cash on de- 
livery $14 per ton for all the standard 
varieties, and $12 per ton for Missions 
and Malverses. Contracts will be 
made separately with each individual 
grape-grower for seven years, and 
should I secure enough contracts to 
make the project feasible, I feel assured 
that the capital which was interested 
in the success of the wine-makers will 
gladly come forward in the grape- 
growers’ interest, and the result will 
be a benefit to the various branches 
of the industry. If I fail to secure the 
contracts I will be compelled to drop 
the project.” 

The growers are as yet undecided

FAVORABLE OPINIONS. 
‘ [BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 5.—[Excl 
sive Dispatch.] Henry J. Crocker’s 
proposition to buy all the grapes in 
California at $14 a ton, or about $2,250,- 
000 a year for seven years, has stirred 
up the wine growers of the entire 
State. He sent out a circular letter, 
last Saturday, to some 2200 grape grow- 
ers and inclosed postal cards to be 
filled out with brief data. The first. 
batch of answers came in today. There 
were more than one hundred favorable 
replies, with one grower only who did 
not think favorably of_the proposition. 
and he is in Sonoma district. 

Crocker will not return to town un- 
til tomorrow frofn his holiday trip to 
his ranch, so @ statement could not be 
secured from him today. Two repre- 
sentative concerns, largely interested in 
the wine industry, expressed their sen- 
timents quite. forcibly. One was the 
California Wine Makers’ Corporation, 
from which Crocker has just resigned 
as president, and the other was the 
Italian-Swiss Agricultural Colony, of 
which -Banker Andrea Sharboro of 
this city is secretary. Sbarboro is very 
favorable to the plan, and carefully |

analyzed the conditions and the results 
to follow from it. He said: 

“I believe that if the Crocker prop- 
osition could be carried out, it would 
be a benefit to the grape-growers as 
Well as to the wine-makers of this 
State. The price offered for grapes is 
sufficient to pay the grower a reason- 
able income on (his investment. It 
would bring the price of new-made wine 
from 12 cents to 14 cents a_ gallon, 
which would be a reasonable figure for 
wholesale wine dealers, and they, in 
turn, by curing and blending and ag- 
ing the wine, could obtain a price that 
would also pay them for their labor, 
capital and skill invested. 

“I believe that Mr. Crocker is under- 
taking to do this strictly for the bene- 
fit of the wine-making industry in Cal- 
ifornia. He was president of the Cal- 
ifornia Wine Makers’ Corporation for 
two years, and he never made a cent 
for himself out of it. He is young and 
ambitious, and probably bent on mak- 
ing a name for himself in this connec- 
tion. I have no doubt that he will sell 
to the wine makers of the various dis- 
tricts the grapes of their districts at 
practically the rate he pays for them.” 

W. J. Hotchkill, secretary of the Cali- 
fornia Wine Makers’ Corporation, said 
of the Crocker proposition: “I am in 
favor of the plan that will give me 
$14 for my grapes. I speak as a 
wine grower of Sonoma Valley. I know 
of nothing so advantageous to Sonoma 
district as this proposition.” 


ROBBING THE FRUIT-GROWER. 


Refrigerator-car Combine Has Put 
Up Ite Rates. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] ’ 
SAN ‘FRANCISCO, July 5.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Fruit Growers’ 
Express and the Continental Fruit Ex- 
press have carried out their threat to 
advance their refrigerater charges on 
fruit shipments from California to 
eastern markets. They have deter- 
mined to squeeze the growers for the 
last possible cent of revenue that their 
orchards can be made to yield. They 
have announced a horizontal advance 
of 8 t-3 per cent. in their icing charges, 
and all shipments of green deciduous 
fruits that go East from and after this 
date will be taxed the new rates. 

From San José, Napa, Winters, 
Guinda, Woodland, Stockton, Martinez, 
Florin, Mayhews, Suisun, San Leandro, 
Vacaville, Rumsey, Saulsbury, Cor- 
delia, Concord and Folsom the rates 
have been $15 higher than the rate 
from Sacramento. Shipments from 
these points will now take a rate $16.25 
higher than the rate from Sacramento. 
From Chico, Red Bluff, Vina, Fresno, 
Lemoore, Bakersfield, Tulare, Placer- 
ville, Marysville, Yuba City, Oroville, 
Armona, Hanford, Visalia, Healdsburg 
and Santa Rosa the rates have been $25 
higher than the rate from Sacramento. 
The new rates from these points will 
now be $27.081-3 higher than the new 
rate from Sacramento. Thus, the rate 
from Fresno to New York has been 


$145 a car. Henceforth is will be 
$157.08 1-3. 
The action of the combine in in- 


creasing its refrigerator charges is 
based on a very flimisy pretext. On the 
first of the present month the South- 
ern Pacific company advanced its car- 
load minimum on deciduous-fruit ship- 
ments from 24,000 to 26,000 pounds. 
This means that a shipper will be re- 
quired to pay freight on 26,000 pounds 
of fruit for every carload shipment, 
whether he finds it feasible to repr 
that amount of fruit into a car or’n 
Growers everywhere declare that it is 
not practicable or advisable to load 
more than 24,000 pounds in a car, for 
the reason that the upper layers of 
fruit in an overcrowded car arrive at 
their destination in an unmarketable 
condition. 

_ The action of the Kentucky corpora- 
tion, therefore, amounts merely to an 
advance in the freight rate. The re- 
frigerator-car combine used the action 
of the company for a pretext for ad- 
vancing their refrigerator charges. The 
car-line managers say they must be 
paid for icing the extra ton of fruit 
whidh the railroad company wants 
loaded in every car shipped to the east- 
ern markets, in spite of the frank ad- 
mission of General Freight Agent A. 
D. Shepard of the Southern Pacific 
that the cost of refrigerating 26,000 
pounds in a refrigerator car is no 
greater than the cost of refrigerating 
24,000 pounds. It is a weak and illogi- 
cal pretext for an advance in rates, 
and the growers will have to stand the 


-exaction, at léast for the present sea- 


son. 
AGRICULTURAL COLLEGES. 


Annual Convention of the Associa- 
tion Meets at.San Francisco. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 5.—The thir- 
teenth annual convention of the Asso- 
ciation of American Agricultural Col- 
leges and Experimental: Stations con- 
vened in this city today, delegates be- 
ing present from nearly évery State in 
the Union. The session will last sev- 
eral days, and every question of inter- 
est to the agricultural welfare of the 
country will be discussed. This is the 
first session of the body to be held in 
this State, and it is expected that much 
good will result to this State. 

The delegates were welcomed by 
Mayor Phelan, who referred to the ad- 
vanced ideas in agriculture that have 
been promulgated as a result of the 
work of interested societies. Prof. H. 
B. Armsby of the State Agricultural 
College of Pennsylvania responded. 
Mayor Phelan was made an honorary 
member of the association. 

Then followed the presentation and 
adoption of the various committee re- 
ports. Dr. A. C. True of Washington, 
D. C., director of experimental sta- 
tions, reported concerning bibliographi- 
cal additions to the library. He gave 
a résumé of the work done and a 
long list of publications and works re- 
ceived. He read a letter from the di- 
rector of the library, showing that, ow- 
ing to a reduction by Congress of the 
appropriation, not a great deal had 
been accomplished since the last meet- 
ing of the convention. 

Next week the delegates will make a 
tour throughout the northern and cen- 
tral parts of the State in a_ special 
train. Monday, as the guests of Pres- 
ident A. W., Foster of the California 
and Northwestern Road, they will go 
through the Sonoma Valley as far as 
Ukiah. Tuesday, Merced, Modesto, 
and Fresno will be visited. Particular 
attention will be paid to the raisin- 
growing industry. Wednesday the or- 
ange groves of the Sacramenta Valley. 
will be visited. Thursday a trip up the 
San Joaquin will be made, while Fri- 
day and Saturday will be devoted to 
the Santa Clara Valley, a stop. being 
made at Stanford University.

HOUSTON (Tex.,) July 5.—A corres 
spondent has just returned from a 
voyage through the flood districts. 

“The half has not been told of the 
havoc wrought. The disaster is 86 ap- 
palling that description is not possible, 
After this flood will come sickness un- 
doubtedly, and what a week ago was 
the fairest: part of Texas, is now a)l- 
most a God-forsaken wilderness. The 
waters of the Brazos have for six days 
covered its valley to a depth of from 
six to thirty feet; where a week ago 
there were on every hand fields of cot- 
ton and corn and thousands of acres 
of watermelons and canteloups, today 
there is slimy mud over all the vegeta- 
tion, and the carcasses of cows, mules, 
pigs, dogs and cats, mayhap humans, 
for many are missing. 

“Our party left Bryan at sunrise 
yesterday morning, going to the Nava- 
sota bottorms, and to a point about 
three miles from Millican. Here we en- 
countered everywhere an overflow from 
the Navasota, which spread out: fully 
two miles on either side of the Houston 
and Texas Central track. Everything 
is under water from two to seventeen 
feet. It looked on all sides like a great 
lake, and the water was so high that, 
for a vast area, it completely sub- 
merged the telegraph and telephone 
poles along the line. 

“In truth, portions of the Navasota 
bottoms are evén now a perfect sea, 
extending four or five miles wide at 
certain points. I saw hundreds of 
houses there, totally submerged, and 
aS many more were swept from their 
foundations and destroyed.

Acknowledgment of this assignment 
was made before F. B. Alderson, a 
notary public of this city, who, under 
his official seal on the date mentioned 
in the assignment, certified that ‘“be- 
fore me,” etc., “personally appeared 
Henry L. Nelson, known to me to be 
the person whose name is subscribed 


‘to the foregoing instrument, and he 


acknowledged that he executed the 
same.”’ 

But Henry L. Nelson avers that he 
never executed any such instrument; 
that he never personally appeared be- 
fore F. B. Alderson to acknowledge

June 23, 1896. Jones transferred it to 

M. Parker, April 1. 1898, It also 
appears that the certificate was pledged 
at various times to John L. Pavko-. 
vich, G. M. Jones and S. P. Creas- 
inger. The latter traded it to a colored 
man named Underhill for property at 
Chlton Terrace, but it returned to 
Jones’s hands again, and the latter 
finally traded it to Parker for a 
consideration of about $500. Nelsoa 
says he has a present offer of $1285 
for the land, if he can get his title 
straightened out. 

There are no allegations of fraud 
in any of the various transactions in 
which the property figured. except in 
the transfer from Nelson to Leatheér- 


dale.

JONES IS MUDDLED. 

Senator Jones—Jones of Nevada—is 
in a perplexed state of mind. He real- 
izes the fact that the Democratic party 
is bound to “make a_ strong fight 
against trusts in the next Presidential 
campaign,” but he doesn’t know just 
how the thing is to be done. He is 
fully aware that the party to which he 
practically, professes allegiance (for 
though Jones was elected to the Senate 
asa Republican, he is in reality a 
Demopop) is “up against” the trust 
problem in good earnest; but exactly 
what is to be done about it, Jones is 
unable to say. “Just how this subject 
is to be treated,” says Jones, “I will 
confess I don’t know at present. It is 
a difficult problem.” Continuing in a 
similar strain, Jones says, further, in 
a New York interview: 

“Take the one that is most often 
made the target—the sugar trust. 
You go to the members and they say 
‘Yes, we own all the sugar refineries; 
we are incorporated according to law.’ 
Now, will we pass a law that a-con- 
cern shall own only so much property, 
or what shall we do? What difference 
would it make to us if there were a 
thousand independent refineries and as 
many middlemen? 

“TI am strongly opposed to trusts. 
The exact remedy for the evil is not 
clear to me. There would be no trusts 
if it were not for the gold standard, 
the shrinking currency and falling 
prices. It will be Bryan and McKin- 
ley over again. That does not mean 
that the silver issue will be shelved, 
either. It will be rather overshadowed 
probably by the anti-monopoly move- 
ment. There are many people who 
will never understand the currency. 
- question, and in the face of a sem- 
blance of prosperity the silver issue 
may be submerged for a time. It will 
not stay down, however.” . 

Of course the trust problem is a big 
problem, and of course Jones doesn’t 
know just how it can be solved. 
Neither does Bryan; neither is the 
combined wisdom of the party to 
which Jones at heart belongs equal to 
the rational solution of this problem. 
But that doesn’t matter. To solve the 
problem is farthest from the thoughts 
of the Democratic statesmen. They 
‘know that the solution, if one is found, 
-Yaust and will come from the Repub- 
lican party—the party which has orig- 
4nmated and put into operation nearly 
all of the positive, remedial, and con- 
structive national legislation which 
the ‘country has had for nearly half a 
century. 

But there are some things which 
Jones and his political compatriots can 
do to perfection. They can howl. They 
can denounce. They can find fault 
with the existing order, with the Re- 
publican party, with social conditions, 
with the poverty of the poor man and 
the wealth of the-rich man. They can 
appeal to the passions and the preju- 
dices of men, if they cannot appeal to 
their reason. They can preach the 
gospel of discontent, and appeal for 
the votes of the thoughtless. 

These things are precisely the things 
which Jones and his confreres are pre- 
paring to do in the coming campaign. 
This is their idea of ‘‘a strong fight 
against trusts.” The fight which they 
will make is to consist almost wholly 
of denunciation and _ vituperation. 
They will offer no practicable remedy 
for the acknowledged evils which are 
born of the trusts and nurtured by 
them. Remedial measures are not in 
their line. 

Jones gives away his case in a man- 
mer which is so flagrant as to be al- 
‘most indecent when he declares that 
“there would be no trusts if it were 
‘not for the gold standard, the shrink- 
ing currency, and falling prices.” Ev- 
erybody—including even Jones of Ne- 
vyada—knows that the currency is not 
shrinking, and that prices are not 
falling. But then, the phrase sounds 
well, for campaign purposes, and that 
ie enough for Jones. and the crowd 
with whom he affiliates.

IN THE ISLAND OF NEGROS. 

A Washington dispatch to the New 
York World, reference to which was 
made in yesterday’s issue of THE

of the administration that there is but 
one tribe of hostile natives, and that 
these are on the Island of Luzon.” 
The dispatch adds, with naivete more 
or less charming, that “it is now real- 
ized here that only by maintaining a 
strong force wherever the authority of 


natives be held in subjection.” 

If any persons in New York have 
come to thé conclusion above noted, 
their reasoning is obviously defective 
and their premises far from adequate. 
The attack of a few hostile natives on 
the California troops as they were 
leaving the Island of Negros neither 
proves nor disproves anything. The 
probabilities are that the incident has 


been greatly exaggerated, and that it 


possesses no _ political 
whatever. 
leged to have been made would not be 
an altogether unprecedented nor un- 
expected event, when we take into con- 
sifleration the peculiar conditions ex- 
isting in the island. The representa- 
tive men and the larger part of the 
population have freely given their al- 
legiance to the United States, and the 
inhabitants generally seem to be satis- 
fied with the condition of affairs ex- 
isting.

Gen. Otis, to the effect that the con- 
ditions in the island were on the 
whole very satisfactory, are true, and 
that the attack in question was but a 
mere surface ripple, in no wise indiga- 
tive of the strong undercurrent of 
public opinion. The event has doubt- 
less been very much exaggerated, as 
will probably appear when the real 
facts come to light. 

The recent tour of Prof. Schurman, 
president of the Philippine Commis- 
sion, through the southern Philippine 
Islands, showed little or no hostile 
feeling in that part of the archipelago 
against the United States. The hostile 
feeling is confined almost wholly to the 
Island of Luzon, and it will not be 
many months before it will be brought 


and. This accomplished, the building 
up of a permanent government will be 
comparatively easy. In the mean time 
the enemies of the administration can- 
not change the situation in any mate- 
rial sense by exaggerating a little 
brush with a few hostile natives into 
an affair of profound and far-reaching 
significance.

THE CROWD AT WESTLAKE. | 

General Manager Wood, of the Con- 
solidated Street Railway lines, re- 
ports that between the hours of 9 and 
12 o’clock p.m. of July 4, a total of 
119 cars left the terminus at Westlake 
Park for the city, carrying, on an aver- 
age about seventy persons to each car, 
or a total of 8330. General Manager 
Hook of the Traction Company esti- 
mates the number of people carried 
from the park by that line at 6500, 
between the hours of 7 and 12 o’clock 
p.m., on July 4. This gives a total of 
14,830 persons carried by the street 
railroads to and from Westlake Park 
on Tuesday evening—or a total of 29,- 
660 fares. Add to this number those 
who went to the park on-bicycles, in 
private carriages, and on foot, and we 
have, as a conservative estimate, an 
aggregate of 20,000 visitors at the 
park on Tuesday evening. : 

This is a large number of persons to 
be assembled in a miscellaneous crowd 
for several consecutive hours. The 
notable feature of the occasion, how- 
ever, was the entire absence of boister- 


-ousness, hoodlumism, or rowdyism of 


any kind. Throughout the exercises 
there was perfect order, good-nature, 
and kindliness on the part of the 
visitors. Policemen were on hand in 
force, but they had nothing to do in 
the way of preserving order. Not a 
single arrest was made during the 
evening—a fact which speaks volumes 
for the péaceful, law-abiding character 
of the people of Los Angeles.

It is quite evident that our assessors, 
Alex Caldwell, who officiates for the 
county, and Ben E. Ward, who oc- 
cupies that important office in the City 
Hall, have both been doing their duty, 
as people are this year paying their 
share of the taxes who have never 
done so before.

apical Hooker Case Denied. 

The decision of the State Supreme 
Court in the case of the city against 
Pomeroy & Hooker for the condemna- 
tion of certain lands up the river, has 
been made final, so far as the courts 
of this State are concerned, by the de- 
nial by that court of a ition for a 
rehearing filed by the defendants. The 
court decided the case in favor of the 
city more than a month ago, thedeci- 
sion being one of the greatest victories 
for the city in the waterworks litiga- 
tion that it has yet gained, as it put 
an end to all doubts as to the city’s 
ability to secure an abundant supply of 
water. Within the statutory ti the 
defendants filed a petition for renear- 
ing and the time for action on this 
petition expired last Monday. 

There are two ways in which the 
court can deny such a motion. It can 
either enter a denial giving the reasons 
for so doing, or it can simply take no 
action on the petition, which, after 
thirty days after the original decision, 


action by the court. The latter course 
was followed in this case. Information 
of the action of the court, or rather 
Ats failure to act, was received yester- 
day by Attorney J.'S..Chapman, coun- 
sel.for the defendants. The mandate 
of the court is expected by next Mon- 
day, when the decision will be in force. 
The money which the city has had 
on deposit in court ever since the Su- 
perior Court decided in .favor of the 
city will then be paid tothe defendants, 
and the city will then acquire a title 
to the property. 

“It is probable that the case will be 
carried into the Federal courts, but 
such action, in the opinion of the city’s 
legal advisers, will not prevent the de- 
velopment of water on the lands by 
the city.

NEW CODE OF LAWS. 


Insular Commission Engaged 
Preparing the Same. 
[ASSGCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—Since the 
order of the President continuing the 
legal existence of the insular commis- 
sion, the members have been engaged 
in preparing a code of laws to take 
the place of the Spanish statutes. 

The best legal advice the commis- 
sioners have been able to obtain sup- 
ports their own view that such a new 
code can be legally adopted by the 
military government of the island with 
the sanction of the President, and 
without waiting the action of Con- 
gress. Such a step would give the isl- 
anders the advantage of modern laws, 
under which the regeneration of the 
island could be carried on by its mili- 
tary Governor as long as was desir- 
able, before answering the question. of 
Porto Rico's actual admission to ‘erri- 
torial rights.

Under some cir- 
cumstances this might not be regarded 
as evidence of great prosperity; but it 
is to be taken into consideration that 
the figures quoted represent the sav- 
ings of the people; that more wage- 
earners are saving money and that 
the savings of th who have main- 
tained accounts al] along are on the 
increase. The showing is a remark- 
able one, in the face of the fact that 
we are now passing through a second 
dry year; that it is at the height of 
the dull season, and it Speaks volumes 
for the great resources of Los Angeles 
and the solid foundation upon which 
its business and industrial institutions 
the b 

the banks would undoubted] 
be glad to increase their loans more 
rapidly than they are doing at present, 
the situation is not such as to cause 
uneasiness. Borrowers are getting 
money cheaper on approved security, 
than they were a year ago, and this 
fact has tended to bring about a better 
condition. sums, of money are 
being brought here year after year by 
settlers and transients from the East, 
who are willing to loan money cheap— 
more in accordance with “eastern 
rates,” and this has influenced the 
Savings banks in the reduction of dis- 
count rates. The interest rates paid 
on deposits have been lowered, nat- 
urally, because of this condition of af- 
fairs. The banks must pay interest 
on term deposits, whether they are 
able to loan the money or not. 

The inquiry developed a hopeful— 
confident, perhaps, states the case 
more exactly—feeling among the sav- 
ings banks officials regarding the 
future. Considerable stress was laid 
upon the fact that there has been a 
material increase in the number of 
small accounts opened, this being re- | 
garded as a very encouraging sign. 

Below are the facts and figures as 
given by the several savings banks of. 
the eity: 

 GERMAN-AMERICAN. 

At the German-American Savings 
Bank the increase in the amount of 
deposits for the whole of the year 
1898 was $107,601. For the first six 
months of 1898 the increase was $43,586; 
and for the first six months of 1899— 
or to be exact, from January 3, 1899 to 
June 26, 1899—the increase in the total 
amount of deposits was $115,314. Thus 
the increase in the amount of depos- 
its for the first half of the year was 
over $7000 more’ than the increase for 
the whole of the year 1898: and the 
first half of this year shows an increase 
of 170 per cent. as compared with the 
whole last year. There has been also 
a healthy increase in the number of 
new depositors. The bank does not 
encourage the issue of certificates of 
deposit, but on the contrary seeks 
to diminish the number issued; so 
thet only 99 certificates were issued 
during the first half of 1899 as com- 
pared with 131 during the first six 
months of 1898, the difference being 
represented in a greater gain in pass- 
book accounts. 

Ceshier Schumacher. in commenting 
upon the foregoing figures, said that 
while large sums were often deposited 
by people who came here from the 
East, to remain. for some time, there 
was a considerable increase in the num- 
ber of accounts opened by working 
men and other people in moedate cir- 
cumstances. This phase had been par- 
ticulerly noticeable during the past two 
or three months. There was also a 
Jarge number of smo! deposits. Mr. 
Schumacher opened his day book of 
recent date at random, and the entries 
on various days showed that the small 
depositors were in the majority. The 
deposits were natugally larger 
in number just efter pay days 0 
the first of the month; and they wer 


of such a character as to warrant the

The reduction in the rate of in- 
terest paid by the savings benks has 
led borrowers to demand a lower rate 
on loans: and where the conditions are 
satisfectory they are getting it, in 
mrny instances. The bank has placed 
$100,000 at 5 per cent. within a short 
time. Exceptionally good securitv is 
being offered on large loans, on which 
the bank is taking advantage of plac- 
ing its large surplus. There is not so 
much money in circulation, through 
bank loans, as there has been in more 
active times and a large sum is ly- 
ing idle in the vaults of the several 
benkinge institutions, but this condl- 
tion will be remedied as good times re- 
turn. 

The assets at this bank amounted 
June 26, 1899, to $1.057,016, as against 
$941,702 six months ago, and $877.- 
287 on July 1, 1898, and $834,101 on Jan- 
vary 3. 1898. 

SECURITY SAVINGS BANK.

1, 1897, $774,939.92; January 1, 1898, $853,- 
600.03; July 1, 1898, $867,644.80; January

356.63. Thus the increase for the first 
six months of 1899 was $190,981.14, as 
against an increase of $140,044.77 for the 
first six months of 1898. The latter hal 
of 1898 shows a large increase. 

There have been 819 new accounts 
opened at the bank since the first of 
last January, as against 566 for the first 
half of 1898, and 834 for the last half of 
1898, showing a very healthy invrease 
during the last twelve months. 

Vice-President «a. 1. Braley sa'd, in 
discussing the comparative vond:tions 
and the present situation, that not 
much money was being drawn for act- 
ual necessities, and that the savings 
accounts were, broadly speaking, in- 
creasing in size. The large majority 
of new accounts, he said, furthermore, 
were being opened by the _ laboring 
classes. The indications, so far as the 
Savings bank business is concerned, 
were that a@ greater number of people 
were at work, and that those who had 
been blessed with steady employment 
were saving more money than they 
were a year ago. 

Mr. Braley thought that the outlook 
for the next six months was decidedly 
encouraging, not to say good, consider- 
ing the unusual long maintained draw- 
backs with which this section has had 
to contend. The banking business was 
quick to feel any undercurrent or first 
expression of dissatisfaction or uneasi- 
ness; but from all appearances improve- 
ment rather than ‘impairment was 
scheduled for the remainder. of the 


year. 

Discount rates are somewhat lower 
on good security and there seems to 
be a better feeling on all sides. 


COLUMBIA SAVINGS BANK, 


January 1, 1898, the total amount on 
deposit at the Columbia Savings Bank 
was $234,023.86. July 1, 1898, it was 
$263,799.02, showing an iucrease of $29,- 
776.16. The succeeding six months was 
hard on the savings of the depositors 
owing to the exigencies of the dry 
season. January 1,. 1899, the _ total 
amount on deposit was $237,422.76. July 
1, 1899, the total was $310,686.02, thus 
showing an increase of $73,263.26. 

Cashier R: W. Ozmun, in submitting 
the foregoing figures, said there had 
also been a healthy comparative in- 
crease in the number of new accounts 
opened during the past six months, a 
large. share of those had been 0 
by representatives of the working 
classes, and he thought the wage-earn- 
ers were saving more money than they 
were ‘at this time last year. There did 
not appear to be many withdrawals of 
money for actual necessities outside 
the business requirements of .the de- 
positors. Withdrawals are heavier 
just now than they have been for sev- 
eral weeks past, because people have 
refrained from taking out their money 
in order to secure their full interest, 
but these withdrawals are not on ac- 
count of actual necessities. 

It is easier to place money now than 
it was at this time last year, because 
the times are more prosperous. 
discount rate is lower, since the rate 
paid on deposits has been reduced and 
thus tends to create a greater demand, 
although the banks generally hold 
large amounts that would be put into 
circulation in more active times. 

MAIN-STREET SAVINGS BANK. 

January 1, 1898, the deposits at this 
bank amounted to $375,730.55. July 1, 
1898, the total was $389,074, showing an 
increase of $13,343.55. 

January 1, 1899, the total amount on 
deposit was $389,321.55; six months 
later, July 1, 1899, it was $463,056.92, an 
increase of $73,735.37, a very material 
advance over the first six months of 
last year. During the first six months 
of 1898, 152 new accounts were opened 
as against 230 for the first six months 


of 1899, and comparative increase for. 


the year of ’78. During the second half 
of 1898, 132 new accounts were opened. 

Cashier B. V. Duque is of the opin- 
ion that there are no more withdraw- 
als for actual necessities now than 
there were last year. There has been 
an increase apparently in the number 
of inew accounts opened by working- 
men, and the wage-earning clasees 
seem to be getting more money. Mr. 
Duque called attention to the large 
number of small mortgages that are 
being paid off, as shown by the records, 
indicating an improved condition 
among the working classes. The Main- 
street bank makes a specialty of term 
deposits and thus does not observe the 
fluctuations among people in moder- 
ate circumstances so closely as do 
savings institutions that do more of a 
commercial business. | 

LOS ANGELES SAVINGS. 

The statement of the Los Angeles 
Savings Bank, dated December 31, 
1898, showed $1,590,491.91 due depositors. 
During the past six months there has 
been an increase of about $175,000 in the 
item cited, This bank does a strictly 
savings business, with no commercial 
features, and has comparatively few 
small accounts. There has been a pro- 
portionate increase in the number of 
as the cashier, W. 
M. Caswell, pointed out, the character 
of the bank’s deposits and customers 
is not such as to show the financial 
condition of the working classes. At 
the same time there are fewer de- 
mands on the charity of the bank than 
one and two years ago, and to all ap- 


pearances the working classes are bet- 


ter off. 
UNION BANK OF SAVINGS. 


The officers of the Union Bank of 
Savings say: “So far as the business of 
the bank is concerned, it is better than 
at this time last year. Our deposits 
increased more the first six months 
of,1899 than they did during the first six 
months of 1898, indicating there is now 
prevalent at least a reasonable de- 
gree of thrift and prosperity as com- 
pared with last year. It cannot be 
maintained, however, that the same de- 
gree of prosperity prevails here in 
the East, where it is at high tide. New 
enterprises and local expansion of 
business have lately, more than earlier 
in the year,. absorbed considerable 
sums in the hands of the well-to-do, 
which otherwise would have found its 
wey into savings banks. The with- 
drawals we have do not suggest that

PEOPLE GETTING BETTER 
THE FOURTH IN AN 
ORDERLY MANNER. 


Fewer Celebrants Wound Up in the 
Police Court Than -Last Year. 
Jage and Discharging Firearms 
Were the Principal Offenses. 


As compared with July 4, 1898, the 
Fourth of July just passed was the 
more orderly one, the comparison show- 
ing that public morals have improved 
and lawlessness decreased. At least 
such would appear to be the case 
judged by the police records. During 
the Fourth of July holiday last year 
the police made twenty-eight arrests, 
while during the same period this year 
only twenty-two arrests were made, 
and in eight of these cases no com- 
Plaints were filed in the Police Court. 
In six of the cases where no com- 
plaints were filed the persons arrested 
were charged with discharging nre- 
arms inside the city limits contrary 
to city ordinance. The police took 
into consideration that it was the na- 
tion’s birthday, and that in most 
cases where guns and pistola were 
discharged, blank cartridges were 
used and the shooting was done by 
enthuaiastic celebrants. Under the 
circumstances the violation of the or- 
dinance was considered pardonable. 
But not so in the case of Gin Sue, 
& pig-tailed Celestial, who improved 
the opportunity during the general 
Fourth of July din to empty a revolver 


104.) loaded with ball cartridge, in China- 


town. Officer McGraw rushed in and 
arrested Gin Sue before the last re- 
maining cartridge could be discharged, 
and sent the luckless Gin Sue to the 
City Jail.

FOR LOSING HIS TEMPER.. 


CHIEF GLASS TO BE REPRIMANDED 
PUBLICLY BY THE MAYOR. 


Coursing Matter Overlooked by the 
Police Commission—Mistake in 
School-bond Election Ordinance, 
City’s Health Good. 


For losing his temper before the 
Board of Police Commissioners and ad- 
dressing one of the members of that 
body in a manner which was not con- 
ducive to discipline, Chief of Police 
Glass is to be publicly reprimanded at 
the next meeting of the commission 
A part of his punishment is that the 
reprimand, which is to be given him. 
by the Mayor, is to be spread upon the 
minutes of the board and is to be given 
to the newspapers for publication. The 
Chief escaped suspension for thirty 
days only by one vote, Commissioner 
Pascoe standing between him and that 
penalty. On the matter of punishment 
the board was divided as to politics, 
the two Democrats voting for suspen- 
sion and the’-two Republicans with the 
Mayor voting in favor of a reprimand. 
The severity of that reprimand is left 
entirely with the Mayor, and he has 
taken a week in which to rehearse it. 

The failure of the police department 
to stop coursing at Agricultural Park 
last Sunday, in spite of the orders 
which the Mayor still says he gave, 
has been dropped and nothing will come 
It was an unpopular subject 
even in the board, and yesterday it 
was decided that the easiest way to 
settle the matter was to dismiss it from 
the docket of the board. The records 
will show no record of this latter ac- 
tion, but instead the board will continue 
to keep it under advisement until it is 
forgotten. 

‘Thus will end the troubles which the 
Board of Police Commissioners had on 
hand last week, and which at one time 
threatened to disrupt the board. The 
commission_is not without trouble in 
the departMent, however, for another 
case has been found which will be in- 
vestigated at the next meeting. In this 
case an ordinary patrolman is the de- 
fendant and he is almost certain to 
Iose his star, unless there is such a 
awisting of evidence as will save his 
official scalp. 

When the regular session yesterday 
morning was called to order, Commis-

“This is not a matter of personal feel- 
ing with me,” he asserted. “I have 
no feeling about the matter and I 
respect the Chief. His very actions, 
however, make it incumbent upon us 
to discipline him, and I am in favor of 
a suspension.” 

Commissioner ‘Scarborough said he 
had nothing but friendship for John M. 
“This board has heretofore 
taken action to punish insubordina- 
tion,” said he, “and as compared with 
the insubordination of the Chief, the 
other becomes insignificant. In mil- 
itary organizations a mere reprimand 
is not considered severe punishment, 
and I do not think it fits this case. If 
one of the other members of the Po- 
llice Department had been guilty of 
such actions toward a superior officer, 
this board would have felt disposed 
to punish him severely;. and, I do not 
consider that the Chief is any more 
than an individual member of the de- 
partment.” 

“Do you make your suggestion as 
an amendment to the motion?” asked 
the Mayor of Commissioner Pascoe, 
referring to his suggestion of a repri- 
mand. | 

“Yes,” replied Pascoe, ‘I move that 
the Chief be publicly reprimanded by 
the chairman of this board.” 

The motion was at once put and 


Commissteners Goss and Pascoe and} 


the Mayor voted for it, while Commis- 
sioners Scarborough and Parker voted 
against it. The motion as amended 
wos carried by the same vote. 

“I'll take until the next meeting of 


‘the board to deliver the reprimand,” 


said Mayor Eaton, thus closing the 
incident. 

THE COURSING MATTER. 
Mayor Eaton next brought up the 
matter of the investigation into the 


failure to carry out his alleged orders 


to the police to stop coursing at Ag- 
ricultural Park last Sunday. ““We had 
a trial of several officers here,” said 
he, “and we took the matter under ad- 
visement until today. I do ‘not spe 
any use of carrying it any further, 
unless the members of the board want 
to do so.

No objection was made to this, and 
therefore no action was taken. It was 
stated later that prior to the meeting 
of the board Justice Austin had held 
a consultation with the members be- 
hind closed doors in the Mayor’s of- 
fice, where the coursing question was 
discussed, ,but what was done there 
was not announced. 

THE SIGN. ORDINANCE 

The matter of the enforcement of 
the sign ordinance was again before. 
‘the board yesterday. This was one 
of the subjects on which the Chief and 
Commissioner Scarborough clashed last 
week. The subject was discussed for 
more than half an-hour, during which

In the recent crusade by the police 
against the negro clubs on Los An- 
geles street, the officers have been 
given the hearty support of the col- 
ored ministers of the city. The  or- 
ganization of:those preachers brought 
the matter officially before-the Police 
Commission yesterday by the presenia- 
tion of a communication. | 

The Mayor told of a visit he, with 
Commissioner. Goss, had made to the 
clubs complained of, and of their ex- 
amining the registers of the places. 
The communication was freferred_ to 
the Chief. 

The Chief reported the arrest and 
conviction of C. Rottman for violating 
tthe ‘Sunday closing ordinance. That 
ordinance provides that upon convic- 
tion of a saloon-keeper of violating 
it, the board shall. at once revoke his 
license. The attention of. the: board 
was called to this, but as Rottman has 
appealed his case, action on the mat- 
ter was deferred, pending the result 
of the appeal. 

Special Policeman Foster appeared 
before the board and made a_ strong 
plea to be allowed free street car 
transportation, explaining that he did 
the same kind of work as a regular 
policeman. His application was not 
acted upon, but will be considered at 
the next meeting. 

The application of George Longley 
for appointment as a member of the 
police force was filed. Longley served 
under Dewey at Manila. 

G. E. Loomis was granted a leave 
of absence without pay for forty days. 
He will visit his old home in Massa- 
chusetts. 

The application of J. H. Campbell 
for a transfer of the license of the 
saloon at No. 1100 North Main street 
was granted. A similar application 

from L. M. Andraes for a license at 
Los Angeles and Commercial streets 
was granted. - 

The board later met as trustees of 
the police pension fund, and allowed 
two demands. 


THE ORDINANCE VOID. 


School Bond Election Must Be Post- 
poned Some Weeks. 


The final ordinance calling a special 
election at which a vote on school 
bonds is to be taken, adopted at the 
meeting of the City Council Jast Fri- 
day, is wholly void and of no effect. A 
mistake was made in it, which will 
necessitate, after its correction of that 
mistake, that the ordinance be passed 
again, and therefore the time of publi- 
cation since last Friday has been lost. 
This will delay the special election at 
least two weeks and instead of its be- 
ing held August 3, it will probaly be 
held August 17. The mistake in the 
original ordinance will be rectified at 
a special meeting of the Council, to be 
held this afternoon at 3 o’clock, by 
the adoption of a new ordinance. 

The mistake consisted of. the omis- 
sion of two districts that should have 
been included. The State law divides 
the several parts of the county into 
school districts and when one of these 
districts is so divided that a part of it 
is annexed to the city and a part left 
in the county, the residents of that 
part of the district which is not an- 


nexed may elect whether they will take\ 


advantage of the city schools. or 
whether they will be content with the 
county school government. The annex- 
ations of districts to the city has di- 
vided two of’ these county school dis- 
tricts and those of the property owners 
who remain in the county have chosen 
the city schools in order to get the 
benefit of the High School. They are 
entitled to vote on all school matters 


titled to vote on the proposed issue of 
bonds. In the preparation of the ordi- 
nance these two districts were over- 
looked and were not included in the or- 
dinance. Some of the property-owners 
in these districts, one near Vernon and 
the other adjoining Pico Heights, no- 
ticed in the published list of the elec- 
tion precincts that they had not been 
included and they asked-the City At- 
torney why. 


MAY LOSE HIS STAR. 


Policeman Matuszkiewiz to Come 
Before the Commission. 

The Board of Police Commissioners 
has taken cognizance of the actions of 
Patrolman Matuzkiewiz Monday night, 
when, while under the infuence of 
liquor, he arrested two women, two 
men and two children on a charge of 
grand larceny at the house at which he 
rooms, only to later find that no such 
crime had been committed. The fact 
that he was in his cups and the abuse 
which he heaped upon his prisoners, 
especially the women, caused the com- 
mission to order the Chief to make an 
official report on the matter and to 
have the officer appear before the com- 
mission at the next meeting. 

The policeman’s actions Were wit- 
nessed by Patrolmen Murray, Shand, 
McKenzie, Bean, Edwards and by ‘sev- 
eral other persons. Sergt. Jeffries also 
saw some of his actions. The. Chief 
stated yesterday that Matuszkiewiz had 
declared to him that he had not taken 
a drink for weeks, but other persons 
have been found who were drinking 
with him Monday only a few. hours 
before he made such a spectacle of 
himself. 


CITY’S HEALTH GOOD. 


No Danger as to Smallpox—Some In- 
quiries Answered. 


The city’s health is good and there 
is not the slightest danger of small- 
pox. When Health Officer Powers re- 
turned from the East last Monday, 
after a visit of thirty days, he found 
the conditions with reference to the 
disease much improved over what they 
were at the time he left the city, 
oe they were very good at that 

me. 

Since his return he has received in- 
directly inquiries from the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction of Montana 
and other officials in the northwestern 
border States as to the condition here 
with reference to smallpox. The tone 
of the inquiries is such that it is be- 
lieved that certain officials in the: 
Northern Pacific and adjacent States 
have been led to believe that smallpox 
is still prevalent here. The questions 
asked are what the true condition is 
and whether there is any danger to 
people who visit the city during the 
teachers’ convention. 

Health Officer Powers states that 
there are now only two cases of vario- 
loid of light form in this city. The 
patients are at the City Hospital and

IN A BAD TANGLE, 


TWO MINERS FAIL-TO AGREE IN 
A PARTNERSHIP. 


Case of W. E. Robinson Against J. 
D. Hanbury on Trial—The Bone 
in Litigation is Stock in a Com- 
pany Owning a Million-dollar 


Judge Shaw listened all day yes- 
terday to the business troubles of 
two mining men. Several thousands 
of dollars are involved and there are 
sufficient complaints, cross-complaints 
and stipulations to confound as brainy 
a barrister as King Solomon. W. E. 
Robinson who is in partnership with 
J. D. Hanbury, wants a dissolution and 
prays the court to appoint a receiver. 
Robinson also has an action pending 
against the ‘Ivanpah Smelting Com- 
pany, and, inasmuch as the stock of 


‘this company is the. bone, in litiga- 


tion, any of the facts and testimony 
in the latter case.that might be rele- 
vant in the present action, were also 
taken yesterday. The trial will be 
resumed tomorrow. 

August 11, 1898, Robinson and Han- 
bury entered into an agreement to own 
in partnership and acquire as much 
of the capital stock of the Ivanpah 
Smelting Company as they possibly 
could. It was understood, however, that 
before Robinson should share in the 
profits, Hanbury was to get back all 
the money he had previously put into 
the stock. They now own 1440 shares, 
all of which, save one, stand in Han- 
bury’s name on the books of the smelt- 
ing Company. 

Since May 15 of the present year, 
Robinson alleges, Hanbury has taken 
charge of all the books of the part- 


nership, and allowed him no voice 
whatever in its management. 4l- 
though Robinson has persistently 


wanted an accounting and asked for 


@ hand in the affairs of the firm, it 
.is: alleged that Hanbury has as con- 


tinually denied it. 

The capital stock of the Ivanpah 
Smelting Company is divided into 2500 
shares, of which Robinson and Hanbury 
‘own a controlling interest. ~~ 

It is claimed that for.the three 
months prior to the middle of June, 
when the present action was brought, 
Hanbury had deliberately tried to gell 
stock at a price far below its actual 
value in order to injure his partner, 
Robinson. But that is not the only 
thing that is worrying Robinson, 
About the 20th inst. the smelting 
company is to hold its annual elec- 
tion of officers, and since the stock 
in which he is interested stands in 
the name of Hanbury, Robinson fears 
that Hanbury will vote the entire 1440 
shares and thus elect a directorate 
that, to say the leasf, would be un- 
satisfactory to him, and thus would 
he have no voice in the affairs of the 
company for another year. 

Prior to May 15, Robinson was vice- 
president, directOr and manager of the 
Ivanpah company, but, he claims, 
by threats of bodily injury and finan- 
cial ruin and by making his man- 
agement exceedingly unpleasant and 
disagreeable, Hanbury finally compelled 
‘him to tender his resignation. 

Having a controlling interest in his 
own name, Hanbury, Robinson alleges, 


is enabled to keep in his employ any

Alleged Forger’s Counsel Says Hor- 
rid Things About Mr. Griffith.

The Bird case has been one of the 
most interesting cases tried in this 
county for several years. Bird was the 
private secretary and confidential clerk 
of G. J. Griffith for several years, and 
practically had full swing of the office. 


month, owing. to the number of things 
he was able’ to do on the side while 
still working for Griffith. From Grif- 
fith he received $75 a month. 

The alleged forgery is said to have 
been discovered accidentally while 
tracing down the passing of counter- 
feit greenback money. One of the bo- 
gus ls was finally run down to the 
bank, afd there traced to Griffith’s ac- 
count. When called upon by a detec- 
tive to produce the paper, Griffith had 
to tell him that he had. drawn no 
money on the day in question, and that 
something must have happened which 
he could not explain. 

Investigations showed, according to 
the testimony in former trials, that 
Bird had been leading a pretty gay 
life. A fairy of the half-world, Car- 
men. Montez, was one of the principal 
witnesses, and she narrated some gay 
stories of “good times” with the high- 
flying Bird. At a roadhouse where 
they went, she claimed to have seen 
him burning checks. When they re- 
turned to her rooms, she lécked him 
up, she said, and- proceeded at once to 
Griffith for an explanation. The Mon- 
tez woman intimated ‘that Bird had 
given a lot of jewels to various ladies 
of prominence in her set, and that 
these gifts took quite a pile of dollars 
in hard cash. 

The forenoon yesterday was spent in 
securing a jury. As soon as the court 
was in session for the afternoon, Mr. 
Dillon spent about an hour and a half 
in stating to the jury the terrible 
things he is going to prove as the trial 
proceeds. If all the things which 
Bird’s counsel stated to the court yes- 
terday are true, the case ought surely 
to be entitled ‘“‘People vs. Griffith,’’ 
for all sorts of horrible, false-pretend- 
ing schemes, instead of ‘People vs. 
Bird” for alleged forgery. Griffith's 
business methods are attacked; his 
character, his conduct and his business 
relations were touched off darkly. He 
was accused of spending his money into 
the pockets of the saloon and the Coun- 
cil to obtain certain action from the 
municipal authorities that would lift 
him ffom poverty to wealth in a few 
years. He was also said to have been 
willing to perjure himself.in a par- 
ticular instance for the sole purpose of 
avoiding payment of a paltry sum of 
money. And, going on in such a strain 
until the jury. must have wearied in 
the maze of things incompetent, irrele- 
vant and immaterial that counsel was 
positive he could prove, Mr. Dillon 
stated that he would lay bare a delib- 
erate conspiracy onthe part of Grif- 
fith, the demi-monde Montez, and Oll- 
ver to put Bird behind the bars. He 
failed to say who {is especially inter- 
ested in keeping Bird out of the San 
Quentin cage by villifying Griffith. 

With other allegations that were 
minor in the’glare of: those already 
hinted at, Mr. Dillon withdrew, and 
the. prosecution put Griffith on the 
stand. His testimony had only partly 
concluded when: court adjourned. The 
trial will be resumed at 10 o’clock this

MURDERER FRANK DUARTE A 
MAN WITHOUT A FRIEND. 


His Own Witness Torns Against Him 
and Says He Had No Provocation 
for Killing Lopez—Arrest of a 
Supposed Crook—Warid Block 
Fire—Mountain Party. 


PASADENA, July 5.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Swarthy little Frank Duarte,-the Mex- 
ican arrested last evening for the murder of 


_ Eduardo Lopez at Baldwin's ranch, seems to 


be a man without a friend. No relative has 
appeared to saya word toorforhim. Nobody 
has offered him any help. Not an apology 
has been raised in his behalf. All the Mex- 
icans who saw the crime committed say that 
his victim gave him no excuse for the deed. 
Today he asked Constable Wallis to summon 
two Mexicans as witnesses on his side for Fri- 
day’s hearing. The Constable took sum, 
monses and went in search of Duarte’s wit- 
nesses this afternoon. One of them is em- 
phatic in his statements against ‘Duarte and 
the other can’t be found. The prisoner’s story 
will have to stand alone. The two men whom 
Duarte thought would be friendly to him are 
Rafael Nablienez and Pedro Abruil. Nabli- 
eneéz is the one whom the Constable succeeded 
in finding. He says he stood talking with 
the murdered man when Duarte came up and 
wanted to fight with him. ‘‘Now is the time 
for us to settle our difficulties,’’ said Duarte. 
‘“‘We have been talking long enough. You've 
got a gun and I've got a gun. Come out here 
and see who's the best man!’’ Lopez pro- 
tested that he didn’t want to have a shoot- 
ing match, but Duarte kept at him and an- 
gered him. Nablienez says he told Lopez not 
to mind the talk of a drunken man, but to 
off and leave him. Then he went away 
imself and did not see the shooting or any 
He declares that so far as he 
knows the assault by the murderer was en- 
tirely unprovoked. e adds that the mur- 
derer was crazy drunk, while Lopez was com- 
paratively sober. And this is the evidence 
seat the prisoner has summoned as his de- 
nse. 

Not a witness has yet been found by the 
officers to prove the assertion of Duarte that 
Lopez struck him first. 
fearful crack on the head, from which he 
suffered great loss of blood, but the evidence 
indicates that he got this wound from one of 
the bystanders when they were securing him 
after the murder. Wncarnicon Caro was the 
man who sprung upon Duarte after the shot 
and wrenched his pistol away from him. The 
murderer was ugly and did not want to give 
up his n. Caro says he hit him in the 
head with his first to prevent his firing the 
weapon again; but it is considered likely that 
he or another picked up a brickbat and belted 
him with that in the scuffle, as the affray 
_ took place in an old brickyard. The officers 

believe that it was in the that 

followed the murder that Duarte received his 
wound, and that he was not assaulted by Lo- 
pez. It will be shown pretty conclusively at 
the trial that the row arosé over three dark- 
brown beauties, as to whose charms there 
had been a jealousy between Duarte and his 
victim. Duarte drove the three to the ranch 
in his wagon and Lopez came along later on 
his bicycle. They all visited the ranch for a 
carousal. The sefioritas did not see the shoot- 
ing and will not be summoned as witnesses. 
Six Mexicans have received subpoenas to 
come to court on Friday. Some of them ap- 
peared before the Coroner’s jury today. The 
verdict of the jury was that Lopez was shot

SAN PEDRO. 


Dimficult Placing of Buoys for Break- 
water Work. 

SAN PEDRO, July 5.—[Regular Corre- 
epondence.} A. barge loaded with rock for 
the government breakwater failed to en- 
tirely dump this morning, but through no 
fault of the scow. Some piles had _ been 
placed on the breakwater site for the use 
of the engineers, and it was desired to 
dump rock around them. An attempt was 
made to do so with one of the water-com- 
partment self-dumping barges which have 
peen described in The Times, but there had 
been sO much rock dumped there before 
that the bottom of the scow struck the rock 
and would not permit the scow to tilt any 
more. About four-fifths of the load slid 
off, and the Hercules came into port and 
got a gang of men to finish the unloading. 

The work of clearing away the débris 
in front of the quarry at Catalina Island is 
proceeding steadily as load after load of 
good rock is sorted from it and brought 
across the channel to be deposited on the 
seawall site. An undertaking of some im- 
portance which is being prosecuted in con- 
nection with the quarry is the placing of 
mooring buoys, to which the scows may be. 
made fast when being loaded, so that they 
may not be forced onto thé shore in time 
of heavy seas. 

There are twelve moorings in all, -of 
which number seven have been placed. The 
water under the buoys ranges in depth from 
250 to 300 feet, and each buoy must, of 
course, be connected with an anchor. Sev- 
eral days ago the tug Hercules was engaged 
in lowering an anchor composed of three 
pieces of rock weighing thirty tons. That 
anchor, with chains attached, had been let 
down to where the rock was, within about 
ten feet of the bottom, when the chain 
Shapped near the surface. An attempt to 
recover the chain by grappling was unsuc- 
cessful. 

The tug Wizard, which was obtained by 
the contractors, has been overhauled and is 
nearly ready for use. She will be ready to 
leave San Francisco earlier than was eéx- 
pected. The Wizard .is to sail from that 
port next Wednesday. As soon as she ar- 
rives, the Hercules will be put on the ways 
here and will receive some minor repairs. 

General Superintendent Wyckoff - received 
word today that the iron work for barge 
No. 3 has arrived in Los Angeles. The 
barge has been practically completed for a 
fortnight, except for the iron work, and 
the delay in the arrival of the latter has 
caused some inconvenience, as it has been 
necessary to keep the barge on the ways in 
order to receive the iron.

He Had Been in Failing Health for 
A Yenr Past—Since July First

SARATOGA (N. Y.,) July 5.—Bishop 
John P. Newman of the Methodist 
_Episcopal Church of San Francisco, 
died at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon.

RAILROAD TELEGRAPHERS. 


Southern Pacific Men Said to Be 
Seeking Shorter Hours. 

A story floats down here from San 
Francisco to the effect that the rail- 
road telegraph operators of the South- 
ern Pacific have a committee there at 
this time seeking certain reforms in 


the men are reported as asking for is 
an eight-hour day, Sundays off, and 
an increase of pay. The further state- 
ment is made that the Southern Pa- 
cific now claims that the Santa Fé 
ee now enjoy what they ask 
or. 

Careful inquiry here fails to con- 
firm the-story, altho 
a source which should prove perfectly 
trustworthy. 

At a majority of the smaller stations 
on, this Coast on all roads there is 
but one man. He is station agent, 
and takes care of baggage, tickets, 
freight and telegraphing. He is also 
usually Wells-Fargo express agent. 
His double salary, with commission on 
local ‘tickets, probably amounts to 
from $75 to $90 per month. At some of 
these stations where there is more 
business the station agent has a help- 
er. At-the larger towns and cities, be- 
sides the agent there are two opera- 
tors, one for day work and one for 
night duty. Meal time taken out these 
men usually work about ten hours a 
day each. They are paid usually $80 
per month each. They work seven days 
a week. Train dispatchers work only 
eight hours a day. 

Well-infurmed railroad men say the 
service would not vary very much 
from this in any part of western ter- 
ritory. They further hold thet if there 
is any truth in the story about the 
Southern Pacific men seeking much 
chenge in these regulations, that they 
will not succeed.
